2010 Accomplishments: 


e Tomb secured from falling in 

e Brush cleared from new section of Upper Cemetery 

Trees cut for new fencing that was installed in new section of Upper Cemetery 

Normal spring, summer and fall maintenance consisting of mowing, trimming and leaf removal 


Researched and presented Trustees of the Cemeteries information regarding purchase of hand 
tools, chain saw and safety equipment. 


e Worked with families and funeral directors to coordinate purchase of plots and interments. 


2011 Objectives: 


e Clean and clear out brush and debris along the back border of the Lower Cemetery in 
preparation for the installation of new fence. 


e Clear brush from the stone wall that separates the old and new sections of the Upper Cemetery. 
e Back fill sunken plots. 


e Straighten head stones/monuments that require attention to avoid damage 
e Install new donated fence in the Upper Cemetery.

2010 Report of Accomplishments 


e Worked with Selectboard and Bruce and Ginger Cheeney to have Deed created for the donated 
land from them that is the new section of the Upper Cemetery. 

e Purchased a new mower (approved Town Warrant), hand tools, chain saw, safety equipment 
and consumable products for equipment, ie oil, belts, etc. 

e Completed fencing new section of the Upper Cemetery. 

e Had tomb in Upper Cemetery filled with materials at no cost since it posed a safety issue as it 
was collapsing into itself. 

e Had tree removal and limbing completed in Upper Cemetery, still additional work to be done 

e Joined the New Hampshire Cemetery Association and attended their annual meeting. 

e Had stone repair work completed by Fenton & Hennessey in Lower Cemetery. Fenton & 
Hennessey also instructed Sexton, Curt Barnes, as to how to do minor repair and 
restoration/cleaning of stones. 

e Monitored and judiciously spent designated funds for the ongoing upkeep and maintenance of 
our town cemeteries, with an emphasis on safety. 

e Issued Certificates of Interment to newly purchased cemetery plots as well as issuing same to 
previously purchased plots. Sold a total of 4 new plots. Issued Certificates for 3 plots for 
Cheeney/Porters and issued 7 Certificates documenting previously purchased plots. 

e Worked with contractors and Selectboard to equitably repair damage done to the stone wall of 
the Upper Cemetery. The citizen responsible for the damage paid for the repair. 

e Ongoing project of actually plotting our cemeteries by rows and plot numbers. 

e Ongoing project to establish and document “Rules & Regulations” for Langdon Cemeteries. 

e Election of Doug Beach to 3 year term expiring in 2013. 


A special thank you to Bruce and Ginger Cheeney for working so closely with the Trustees and the 
Sexton on behalf of the Town of Langdon. 


Allin all, the Trustees, Shelly Barnes, Doug Beach and Gina Beach feel this was a productive year. We 
are extremely pleased with the work of the Sexton, Curt Barnes and feel that our cemeteries are being 
maintained with the dignity and respect as our funding will permit.
